Cotton has been grown at Muretuu Bay, 
and several acres were planted in tM4 by 
Dr. J. V. Thompson. 

At Pott Kssiogtun alio culton fntin 
rjnurbon and 1'e.ritamliuco waa itiuoduced , 
and Ihe remit uf Ihe inspection of the 
product, by an e/Kpcrituctd eottun-Lroker, 
in London, was highly satisfactory ; the 
value was assigned to the ditFtient articles

It might legitjmattly be an object of 
great carefulntii with Coluuel BteiNEV to

utisfactorily determined already, that it 
will thrive in almost any of the kealities 
which may be selected for ih* colony of 
North A uatral in.
